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ceived of his fulness; and saw the 
holy angels, and they who are sancti- 
fied before his throne, worshiping God 
and the Lamb, who worship him for 
ever and ever. And now, after the 
many testimonies which have been 
iven of him, this is the testimony, 
t of all which we give of him, that 
he lives, for we saw him, even on the 
right hand of God, and we heard the 
voice, bearing reeord that he is the 
only begotten of the Father—that by 
him, and through him, and ef him 
the worlds are and were created, and 
the inhabitants thereof are begotten 
sens and daughters unto God.“ 
Thousands of miracles have been 
rformed, through the grace of Ged, 
y members of the Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day Saints. Those 
miracles demenstrate the prophetic 
eharacter of a promise contained in a 
revelation given to the Apestles 
through the Prophet Joseph Smith in 
the year 1832, which reads as follows 
Go ye into all the world, and what- 
soever place ye cannot go into, ye 
shall send, that the testimony may go 
from you into all the werld unto every 
creature. And as I said unto mine 
Apostles, even so I say unto you, fer 
ou are mine Apostles, even God's 
High Priests; ye are they whom my 
Father hath given me—ye are my 
friends ; 5 ore, as I said unto — 
Apostl say unto you again, that 
— . * believeth on your 
words, and is baptized by water for 
the remission of sins, shall receive the 
Holy Ghost. And these signs shall 
follew them that believe. In my 
name they shall do many wonderful 
works; in my name they shall cast 
out devils; in my name they shall 
heal the sick ; in my name they shall 
open the eyes ef the blind, and un- 
atop the ears of the deaf; and the 
tongue of the dumb shall speak ; and 
if any man shall administer poison 
unto them, it shall not hurt them; 
and the poison of the serpent shall 
not have pewer to harm them......And 
this revelatien unto you, and com- 
mandment, is in force from this very 
hour upon all the world.” That these 
promises have been literally fulfilled 
there are thousands of living “‘ origi 
witnesses” whe, as a people, 


al 
<< passed their lives in labors, dangers, 


and sufferings, voluntarily undergone 
in attestation of the accounts which 
they delivered, and solely in conse- 
quence of their belief of those ac- 
counts,” who ‘‘alse submitted, from 
the same motive, to new rules of con- 
duct.” 

Chiefest among these rules are: 
obedience to the Priesthood, and, 
gathering together in ene place, the 
voluntary ‘observance of which has 
entailed upon the Latter-day Saints 
much privation and suffering at the 
hands of their enemies. Our space 
will not permit of a history of the 
many persecutions endured by the 
Saints as a people, we can only briefly 
refer te a few incidents thereof, fully 
assured, hewever, that they afford 
ample evidence of the sincerity of 
those who suffered for the sake a the 
glorious Gospel of Christ. 

In 1831, the Saints established two 
settlements, about one thousand miles 
apart, one in Lake County, Ohio, the 
other in Jackson County, Missouri. 
In process of time the Saints in Lake 
County commenced the erectien of a 
Temple, which incited their enemies 
against them. Midnight attacks were 
made upon the Saints, and a great deal 
of their property was destroyed. Per- 
plexing law-suits were instituted 
against them to weary, harrass and 
annoy. At length the more lawless, 
secretly encouraged by | prefessing 
ministers of Christ, became belder 
in their attacks, and so wearied were 
the Saints of this endless scene of 
molestation, and such insufferable 
vexations, that they abandoned their 
possessions at a sacrifice of. at, least 
twe-thirds of their value, and jour- 
neyed westward in search of a new 
home. 

The settlement in Jackson County | 
met with troubles of a more serieus 
character. In the month of Novem- 
ber, 1833, a ruthless and murderous 
mob, composed of i wey hundreds, 
armed with weapons ef destruction, 
came suddenly upen the Saints, who 
were unprepared for defence, and 
drove men, woman and children from 
their lovely habitations. Women 
were shamefully abused in the presence 
of their * — in oe 
presence of their parents; defeneeless 
men were shet down like wild beasts 
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of the forest; some while fleeing for 
their livesy were pursued, caught, 
tied to trées, and whipped till their 


bowels gushed out, and death ended 
their sufferings. Over two hundred 
of their houses were burned, the re- 
mainder were plundered, and their 
herses and cattle driven away. 
suddenly were they compelled to fl 
that only in a few instances sufficient 

apparel could be taken to preserve 

em from the cold wintry blasts. 
The extreme sufferings of women and 
children may easily be imagined. In 
consequence of these severities, ‘many 
— by the way, before any kind 

dof hospitality offered its relief. 

The mob comprised the highest officers 
in the County, both civil and military, 
who boldly and openly avowed their 
determi in a written circular, 
to drive the Saints from the County. 
A portion of said circular read as 
follow We, the undersigned, citi- 
send @f Jackson County, believing that 
an important crisis is at hand as re- 
gards our civil society, in consequence 
of a pretended religious sect of people 
that have settled and are still settling 
in our County, styling themselves 
Mormons ; and intending, as we do, 
to rid our society, peaceably, if we 
em, forcibly if we must; and be- 
lieving, as we do, that the arm of the 
Civil law does not afford us a guaran- 
tee, or at least a sufficient one, against 
the evils which are now inflicted upon 
us, and seem to be increasing by the 
said religious sect, deem it expedient 
and ef the highest importance, to form 
ourselves into a company for the better 
and easier accomplishment of our pur- 
pose.” To this document were attached 
the names of nearly every officers in 
the Connty, together with the names 
of hundreds of others. It was by this 
band of murderers that about twelve 
hundred of the Saints were banished 
as exiles, their fields laid waste, their 
houses burned, and many of them 
were cruelly murdered. 

After their expulsion from Jackson 
Oounty, the Saints settled in 
County, on the oppesite side of the 
Missouri river, where they purchased 
lands both from the old settlers and 
from the Land Office; but soon they 
Were again violently threatened by 
mobs, and obliged to leave their homes 


and seek a new location. ‘ 
Their next settlement was in Cald- 
well County, where they purchased the 
most of the lands in Davis and Carroll 
— They also commenced set- 
tlements in several other counties of 
the State, and once more confidently 
hoped to enjoy the hard-earned fruits 
of their labor unmolested ; but their 
hopes were soon blasted. In 1838, 
they were again attacked by mobs; an 
exterminating order was issued by 
Governor Boggs, and under the sanc- 
tion of law, an organized banditti 
ranged threugh the country, laid waste 
their fields of corn, shot down their 
cattle and hogs for sport, burned their 


| dwellings, inhumanly butchered some 


eighteen or twenty defenceless citizens, 
dragged from their hiding places little 
children, and placing the muzzles of 
their guns to their | dew 4 shot them 
with the most horrid oaths and impre- 
cations. In addition to all thése 
savage acts of barbarity, the inhuman 
wretches forcibly dragged virtuous 
and inoffensive females from their 
dwellings, bound them upon benches 
used for public worship, —— they, in 
great numbers, ravished them in a 
most brutal manner. Some fifty or 
sixty of the citizens were thrust into 
prisons and dungeons, where, bound 
in chains, they were fed en human 
flesh, while their families and some 
fifteen thousand others, were at the 
point of the bayonet, forcibly expelled 
from the State, and their property 
confiscated to pay the expenses ef 
these horrid outrages. ! 

The next settlement was in the State 
of Illinois, in the spring of . 1839. 
Here they built up a beautiful city 
called — In the 

receding the massacre of the Prophet 
Joseph, and his brother Hyrum. the 
Patriarch, an extensive city site was 
laid out; large numbers of commo- 
dious dwellings were erected ; several 
literary institutions were organised ; 
numerous schools were put in opera- 
tion, and several thousands 


of ha 
Olay and undustrious peeple were building 


up a great and prosperous city in, a 
locality previously so unhealthy: a 60 
be shunned by all but few. Other 
flourishing settlements’ were made in 
various Hancock 
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chards, flocks, herds, happy homes 
and intelligent people were rapidly 
adding to the national wealth, strength, 
and prosperity. Still their old ene- 
mies of Missouri continued their 
melestations, and, banding with cor- 
rupt and abandoned ruffians in Illinois, 
they effectually succeeded in again 
driving the Saints from their peaceful 
homes. On the 27th of June, 1844, 
Joseph and Hyrum Smith were mas- 
sacred in Carthage jail—a place where 
the Governor of the States pledged 
himself they should be protected from 
mobs and violence—by an armed mob 
painted black, of from one hundred 
and fifty to two hundred persons. 
Finding that the murder of the Pro- 
phet had not the effect of breaking u 
the organization of the Saints as 
been anticipated, the mob renewed 
their persecutions to such an insuffer- 
able degree that the Saints were again 
forced to leave their houses in the 
depth of winter, and wander in the 
western wilderness, where, by reason 
of previous sufferings, and exposure to 
the inclemency of the weather, many 
fell asleep in death. 

Early in February, 1846, the Saints 
began crossing the Mississippi river on 
their way westward, and, having jour- 
neyed some two hundred miles they 
made a resting place at Garden Grove; 
forty miles in advance of this they 
made another called Mount Pisgah ; 


one hundred and fifty miles beyond 


this they made a third settlement 
called Winter Quarters. In the midst 
of their troubles a m e was re- 


ceived from the President of the United 


States, requiring five hundred men 
to enter the army and march against 


the Mexicans. Petition after petition 
bad been presented to government for 


redress of their grievances, but a deaf 


ear was turned to their supplications, 
and now, at a time when every man 
was needed to protect his helpless wife 


and family from the savage Indians 
‘and wild beasts of the forest, five hun- 
dred men were thus taken from the 


camps of the Saints, leaving fathers 
mo wives and in the 
0 


midst afflictions and without the 


dommon necessaries of life. 
few months after their departure, 
enemies still bnrning with 


Saints beyond their reach, made an 
attack on those remaining in Nauvoo : 
an account of which we extract from a 
General Epistle of the Twelve. ‘‘In 
September, 1846, an infuriated mob, 
clad in all the horrors of war, fell on 
the Saints who had still remained in 
Nauvoo for want of means to remove ; 
murdered some, and drove the remain- 
der across the Mississippi into lowa, 
where, destitute of houses, tents, food, 
clothing, or money, they received 
temporary assistance from some bene- 
volent souls in Quincy, St. Louis, and 
other places, whose names will ever be 
remembered with gratitude. But at 
that period the Saints were obliged to 
scatter to the north, south, east and 
west, wherever they could find shelter 
and procure employment. And, while 
the flower of Israel’s camp were sus- 
taining the wings of the American 
Eagle, by their influence and arms, in 
a foreign country, their brothers, sis- 
ters, fathers, mothers, and children, 
were driven by mob violence from a 
free and independent State, of the 
same national Republic, and were 
compelled to flee from the fire, the 
sword, the musket, and the cannon’s 
mouth, as from the demon of death.” 
President Brigham Young, gnided 
by the Spirit of God, led the pioneer 
company, numbering 143 men, 3 wo- 
mén, and 2 children, into the valley of 
the Great Salt Lake; where they ar- 
rived on the 24th July, 1847, havi 
cut their way through woods and val- 
lies and over rivers and mountains, a 
distance of about fourteen hundred 
miles. To this new rallying point a 
hundred thousand souls have congre- 
gated, nor has their isolation, and the 
great distance which separates them 
from their enemies, done more than 
to retard further hostile demonstra- 
tions. The year 1857 witnessed 9 
United States army moving against 
them, not because of the wickedness 
of the Saints, but because malicious 
misrepresentations, as of old, were 
made to the government against them. 
And from the same causes it has bo- 
come quite fashionable for Senators 
and Oongressmen to introduce bills 
into Congress framed to rob the people 
of Utah of their fundamental rights, 
and give their lives and liberties inte 


the main bedy of the the of bloodthirsty, unserupu- 
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lous enemies. No less than eight bills 
of this anti-republican character were 
brought before Congress this present 


year. 
It is ch that those persecutions 
were not altogether unwarranted, to 


which I have only space to give a flat 
denial, and to invite the most rigid 
examination. From the time of right- 
eous Abel to the present, not only 
religious reformation, but the most 
important moral, physical and philoso- 
phical discoveries have been attended 
with persecution, imprisonment, con- 
fiscation of property, banishment, or 
martyrdom. 

Nor have I space to relate the many 
miracles performed in the Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints. 
The inquirer will find many of them 
recorded in the Divine authenticity 
of the Book of Mormon,” and in 
**Testimonies for the Truth,” with 
places, dates, and witnesses’ names, 
published contemporaneously with the 
events themselves: 

From the foregoing brief statement 
of facts, and in accordance with Dr. 
Paley’s argument, I have endeavored 
to show,— 

Ist. That the founders of the Church 
of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints 
and its present adherents are and were 
sincere. 

Zud. That their labors have been 
attended with difficulty and danger, 
aggravated, because their teachings 
are an innovation upon the long- 
established religions of men. 

3rd. Persecution was mainly con- 
ducted by the populace, tacitly coun- 
tenanced by the rvling powers. 

4th, The new teachers submitted to 
a change of conduct and to new habits 
of life, incurring loss and danger, 
insult, outrage, and persecution, in 
attestation of the miracles of which 
they were original witnesses. 


5th. By simply not bearing testi- 
mony of the trath received, they might 
have avoided all these sufferings and 
have lived quietly. 

Lastly. the evidences of the truth 
of Latter-day Christianity are more 
satisfactory to the modern inquirer 


than those of Former-day Christianity, 


because they relate to events ocourring 
in eur own generation, that are present 
with us for examination. 

Dr. Paley further says—‘‘If the 
reformers in the time of Wickliffe, or 
of Luther; or those of England, in 
the time of Henry the Eighth, or of 
Queen Mary; or the founders of our 
religious sects since, such as were Mr. 
Whitfield and Mr. Wesley in our own 
times ; had undergone the life of toil 
and exertion, of dangers and suffer- 


ings, which we know that many of 


them did undergo, for a miraculous 
story; that is to say, if they had 
founded their public ministry upon the 
allegation ef miracles wrought within 
their own knowledge, and upon nar- 
ratives which could not be resolyed 
into delusion or mistake: and if it 
had appeared that their conduct reall 

had its origin .in these accounts, 


should have believed them.” If the 


learned doctor’s rule be a correct one, 
(as it assuredly is, ) I would respectfully 
ask, who will be justified in rejectin 
the testimony of Joseph Smith, and 
that of ten thousand of his adherents 
who know him to be a Prophet of God, 
a knowledge which they declare they 
have received through the gifts of the 
Gospel in prophecies, dreams, visions, 
tongues, interpretations, healings, 
casting out devils, and by the voice of 
God; and who attest the sincerity of 
the testimonies which they deliver by 
their endurance of all things for ths 
Gospel’s sake.

—— this, that every soul is 
free, Ko. 

Prest. Gowans said these District 
Meetings were intended for a blessing 
and a spiritual feast unto the Saints, 
that we may become more united, and 
arrive at a more correct understanding 
of the principles of the Gospel re- 
vealed unto us, and our duties as 
Latter-day Saints. Referred to the 
great Work in which the Saints are 
engaged, how that it would not only 
redeem mankind, but also the earth 
upon which we dwell.

Spoke on the 
duties of the Saints in these lands, to 
ualify themselves to gather with the 
Saints at Utah, the place appointed 
for the gathering of the people of God 
in these last days. Referred to his 
experience in Utah since the year

Has been called to fill. He remarked 
that the Gospel net gathers of all 
kinds—that some few had been gather- 
ed to Utah whe continued to be the 
same persons as before they emigra- 
ted—did not have the spirit of the 
Gospel in them. Notwithstanding 
the opposition that is arrayed inst 
and opposed to the truth, the Work 
of God continues to progress, cities 
are being built and Temples reared 
to the name of the Lord. Spoke ina 
spirited manner in relation te the land 
of America, and of the predictions as 
recorded in the Book of Mormon. 
His discourse abounded with rich 
instruction and council. Bore a 
powerful testimony to the divine 
mission of the Prophet Joseph Smith, 
and exhorted the Saints to faithful- 


ness. 

Elder Barsnett closed with prayer. 

6 p.m. 

After singing, prayer was offered by 
Elder W. F. Barton. Choir sang—

Elder Nuttall said he had been for 
some time laboring under an affection 
of his lungs, but trusted, by the Spirit 
of the Lord, to be able to address the 
Saints for a short time.

The Gospel eomprehended all good, 
and he felt to exhort all to obey it. 

The choir sang— Up, awake, ye 
defenders of Zion.” 

The closing prayer was offered by 
Prest. H. S. Gowans.

with the honest and pure of heart, and the seekers after light, truth, wisdom 
and the kingdom of God, in all lands and climes, a blessed, a happy, and a 
prosperous New Year. It is a time-honored custom among Christian“ 
people, as the old year is about to pass away, to form resolutions in the mind 
to begin afresh with the new one, to correct erroneous habits, make amends. 
for past follies, mistakes, evils committed, and duties omitted. 

Far be it from us to find fault with this custom, or with any who avail 
themselves of it to correct and benefit their lives, and thus to the extent of 
the reformation wrought in themselves, benefit communities, and the world, 
so far as they go, to make up in numbers or moral and religious influence the 
world’s agempgate, We would recommend and encourage, with all the power 
and influence at our command, reformation im the lives and institutions of 
men, wherever it can be affected; but we would choose the present, this mo- 
ment, and not to-morrow, next week, or next year, to begin the seformation. 
We would bear in mind that it is not the time which sanctifies the deed, but 
the deed which gives the significance to the time. We think there is no time 
like the present“ to-morrow never comes”—next year is a myth to which we 
may forever look forward, but we will ever behold it in the future. All time 
is alike with God, who grasps eternity in his span, n possesses only the 
present moment, and then is his opportunity to do good to the utmost of his 
ability, for he cannot tell what the next may bring forth. 

It is a grievous error to suppose that a good deed is, or would be hallowed 
by the Sabbath day, or the first day of the year, and therefore more accepta- 
ble to God or mere beneficial to man on those days, or at any other given time 
to be anticipated, than the present. It is a false argument in favor of pro- 
crastination ; it is an insinuation ef evil to postpone geod, which howaver long 
deferred, when began or done, its history will mark the present moment 
now—as the favored, auspicious, and accepted time. By and bye“ is a 
treacherous pilot, an uncertain guide, leading to the realms of never. If we 
would accomplish our good desires, let us resolve now, and at once ut the 
resolution into practice ; then we will reach the goal of our hopes by the plain 
highway of certainty and truth, and not forever be floundering about in the 
devious by-ways of expectations, hopes, desires, and promises deferred.

St. George, Utah, Nov. 26, 1874. 
Prest. Joseph F. Smith. 

Dear Kinsman,—I received a letter 
from you just as 1 was leaving the city, 
which the hurry of starting prevented 
my answering. President Youny was 
recovering when he left the city, but 
while stopping at Levan he took acold 
which caused rheumatism to settle in 
his lower limbs, at times very painful, 
and from this ne has enffered all the 
way to St. George—since thai time he 
has been dually recovering—bas 
laid aside his crutches, but during 
three days of stormy weather last week 
he was troubled to a limited extent 
with a return of the disease. The 
weather is now fine and he is accord- 
ingly comfortable. 1 have been in 
better health than usual. We had 


preached nine times. 

Bishop W. G. Young, of Big Cotton- 
wood and Elder Seymour B. Young 
took care of the President during the 
journey and contributed much to the 


interest of meetings. I have met with | 


the — Sabbetis since I 
came to St. George. A good spirit 
pervades the meetiags. The —— 
dinary expenses incurred in building 
the Temple are beyond the income of 
that office, as the crops in all the coun- 
ties composing the Southern District 
has beou light and the Tithing is con- 
sequently small. A large number of 
men have come from the north, bring- 
ing their own provisions, excepting 
beef and potatoes, are moving the 
Temple work forward rapidly at the 
present time, A great difficulty is to 
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obtain lumber. Our mills at Mount 
Trumbull are about 65 miles distant, 
40 of which is without water, the 

reat difficulty being to get the lumber 

auled. Snow is now 18 inches deep 
at Mount Trumbull, and we are com- 
pelled to carry the hay 150 miles to 
support the cattle that furnish the 
mills with logs, and grain has to be 
hauled much further. The road from 
here to Mount Trombul has some feed 
on it in winter and we expect to haul 
some lumber with oxen and the balance 
with mules. About 100 men are at 
work in the quarry. The scarcity of 
money to meet the demands for cash 
articles is severely felt, both on this 
and the Salt Lake Temple. The walls 
ef this Temple are between 30 and 40 
feet high, and the work is first-class 
masonry, every stone being well laid 
on its natural bed. There is a good 
deal of spirit-manifested by the breth- 
ren to push its censtruction forward. 
Elder William H. Folsom is now here 
taking charge of the Architectural 
Department, and Bishop Nathan 
Davis, of the 17th Ward is 3 mak- 
ing arrangements for casting the 
Baptismal Font and the Oxen upon 
which it is to stand. They are to be 
of Utah iron, finished with bronze. 
He has visited the iron works at Iron 
City, and is much pleased with the 
prospect of Utah being supplied with 
this indispensible metal from our own 
mines. 

A vein of coal has heen opened on 
South Ash Creek, about thirty miles 
from St. George. It is in a hard place 
to get a road to and much labor is 
being expended for that purpose. It 
is now estimated that about 300 days 
work will complete it, and a party have 
started to-day for that purpose. As 
soon as this scal is brought into use it 
will be a great release both to mechan- 
ical labor and for fuel, as it takes 
two days to get a load of wood, which 
when got is of an inferior quality. 

Although the grain and hay crop 
has been lighter than uscal, there bas 
been more cotton raised than for seve- 
ral years previous, and the product of 
Sorghum Syrup is superior in quality 
and greater quantity than in the last 
seven years. There has also been a 
large amount of broom corn raised, 
which will be worked into brooms this 
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winter. The fruit and wine crop was 
also excellent. The want of a suffi- 
cient number of hands to carry out the 
purposes of the United Order, during 
the hot weather, is the cause of a 
limited supply of hay being saved and 
small amount of corn raised. 

To be successful here, an agricul- 
turist should make his plow overtake 
the reaper, and as soon as his small 
grain is harvested he should plow the 
ground and plant it with maize. The 
cultivator, hoe and irrigation water 
follow, and the second harvest is 
about as valuable as the first. If this 
latter crop is neglected, a growth of 
sunflowers and other wild plants will 
grow so rank, that the husbandman 
will have about as much trouble to 
clear it off, and prepare for another 
crop, as to cultivate it as above men- 
tioned. Some ef this growth of weeds 
will be ten or twelve feet high. I have 
been into the fields to observe this re- 
sult this season, as well as many times 
before. 

The United Order at Price City have 
this year raised two good crops of Irish 

tatoes on the same ground. It has 

en believed for years, that Irish 

otatoes could not be raised on the 
Rio Virgen, or below the Rim of the 
Basin, and they are brought here clear 
from Beaver. This experiment, how- 
ever, if properly followed, will show 
the people the value of those sands, - 
wherever they can be irrigrated. 

Charles W. is with me, and Bath- 
sheba also contributes to make meet- 
ings interesting. 

There is a rumor on foot, said to be 
from good authority, that the Ring 
have determined that it is necessary to 
humble me, and to effect this a bench 
warrant is said to be in the hands of 
some renegades who are called Deputy 
Marshals.
